Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly presented claims 1 and 10 are considered to raise new issues. 
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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner submits that the Chan and 
Yamanaka references read upon the claimed limitaions. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Yamanaka discloses the cell switching method and apparatus arrange a plurality of buffer memories, in 
which access of a plurality of cells can be performed in parallel under the control of the buffer controller; wherein elements 13 and 14 in 
fig.1 act as fabrics which are connected to the port cards and operate to send dtripes, which is further suggested in fig. 30 where the 
header processing unit separates the header from the data effectively turning them into fragments, or stripes. Chan discloses about the 
computer method and system for non-blocking memory write/read mechanism; which has elements 220, 230 in fig. 8, being buffers, or 
memory mechanism, that store the incoming data, element 200, i.e. command buffer, is the mechanism for instituting changes to the 
memory mechanism, where the memory mechanism can still operate on packets by storing the incoming data into the buffers while the 
command buffer is instituting changes; wherein the motivation for combining the teachings is for minimizing the memory response times of 
read operations to the masters in the multi-master system as disclosed in Abstract; col. 1, lines 39-45. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170USPQ 209 (CCPA1971).
